Tho evint of the session afterward
referred by the the scrap
was sprwig by the the committee
on fidelity insurance For several years
back hankers throughout the country
have been more or less dissatisfied with
the rates of Insurance charged by those
fidelity companies which undertake to
make good the losses from tim delinquency
of employees

There was dissatisfaction also with tho
policies which it has been charged

drawn as to leave ways by which
the fidelity companies often evade the
responsibility

Since 1898 the association has had this
matter under consideration One result
of this action on the part of the association-
was the drawing up of an American Bankers
Association form of bond which tho fidelity
companies with more or less bad grace
